that it was more practiſed than it is by 
the ancient and experienced Ringers, being 
very melodious, and worthy any Man's Pains 
to Jearn : For the attaining of which, he 
muſt be very attentive, how the Bell he 
rings with the reſt, ftrikes ; raiſing or cea- 
fing it, as the Bell he follows does, provided 
that is rung true. He muſt, likewiſe be 
careful, when they lie under Sallee, for ſo it 
is termed, to keep his Bell at fo conſtant a4 
Pull, as not te pull harder one Time than 
another, unleſs he finds the Bell dive upon F 
him ; but a Bell kept in good Order, and 
well hung, is very ſeldom guilty of that} 
Fault, eſpecially if rung with a ſtiff Rope, 
and not checked. It is proper that Bells'} “ 
be raiſed as faſt as may be, and not to 
ſtrike till the ſecond Sway.

tties and Towns in England, not only up- 


on the Death of a Ringer, but likewiſe of 


any young man or woman, at the Funeral 


of every ſuch Perſon to ring a Peal ; which 
Peal {ought to be different from thoſe for 


| Mirth, and Recreation, as the Muſic at 


the Funeral of wn + Maſter of Muſic or the 


Ceremony at the Funeral of any Perſon be-
